Last week,. Lambda printed a 
tetter from the students of Fran$- 
aic 33G2 In which Ihey elaborated 
their grievances against their 

professor, Dr. Raoul Conals. 

On the morning of December 
101 h, 19*70, the elected represent- 
atives of the thirteen students in 
the class delivered their docum- 
ent to the Chairman of the Dcp- 
artement de Franijais, its exec- 
utive and several other university 
personnel, Including the course * 
prof. 

The document clearly defined the 
grievances, whicH In their minds, 
made concrete action mandatory. 
Ey boycotting the exam held that 
morning, the students wished to 
underline a matter which had too 
long been overlooked and on 
which crucial attention was dem- 
anded. 

Upon receipt of the letter, 

Georges polanger, Chairman of 
the French Department, found 



there was sufficient evidence to 
begin a full Investigation. The 
executive committee or the 
department is now In the process 
of looking into the matter. 

In the document, serious charges 
were laid by the students on the 
ability of the professor to teach 
and to fairly evaluatethe perform- 
ance of his students. 
According to tfr students, the 
professor unilaterally changed the 
marking scheme, presenting a 
seriously revised outline to the 
department, radically different 
than that which had boon previous- 
ly agreed upon by the students. ** 
This represents an action that 
. seriously contravenes the "rules 
clearly laid down by the Univers- 
ity. Furthermore, the exam off- 
ered by Penajs was to be worth 
only 30% of the final mark rather 
than the 40% minimum stipulated 
by the University regulations. 
With regard to course content, 
the students stated that, although 
the title of the course implied a 



study of tte literary mouvements 
of the 19th century, it was not In- 
tended to cover every author and 
work of that period in a very sup- 
erficial manner.

The students wore required to 
produce a major essay, a minor 
essay, a seminar, a major trans- 
lation as well as memory work. 
The students question the value 
of the translations and the mem- 
ory work to the understanding of 
their course. The professor saw 
fit to lecture only five to seven 
times furin£ iho course of the 

semester and contributed only 
marg Inally to the understanding 
of 19th century literature. 

It Is the opinion of the students 
that the professor showed consid- 
erable discrimination and prefer- 
ential treatment in his dealings 
with the students. The Anglophones 
in the class were subjected to what 
some might call "serious manip- 
ulation" by the prof. The students 
received no feedback during the 
course and little indication of how 
they wre being marked. 

The document included^ list 
of recommendations formulated by 
the class members. In general, 
those are as follows: 



An exam should not be held, on 
the basis that the students have 
already submitted sufficient work 
on which to establish an evaluation. 

In the event that an exam should 
prove to be necessary, the stu- 
dents feel that Us sotting and 
marking should be the respons- 
ibility of a committee delegated 
by the department. 

The course description should bo 
restructured to prevent the poss- 
ibility of a professor taking such 
liberties In th<~ future. 

Disciplinary action should be 
taken aeainst the professor by 
the .Departement de Fran^ais 
and Its executive. 

"It's the first time the students 
of this University have organized 
tht-rcselvcs and are taking action 
collectively. This is long overdue" 
stated a student from the course.

"Chris Studholme plans to des- 
troy the organisation."

According to the article then, 
Studholme changed the location of 
meetings to eliminate certain 
parties from attending, held quasi- 
secret meetings in order to purge 
an Individual, and threatened mort 
than one International student with 
deportati oo (something he has no 
power to do.) 

According to our informants, 
Studholme has resisted any attempt 
to hold a meeting because he 
knows a vote of confidence would 
bo called for, a vote he knows he 
will lose. 

Studholme has also accused other, 
people of trying to destroy the 



organization and has claimed that> 
the people trying to get rid of hira 
are "black rascist," Our sources 
said that as far as he/she was con 
cemed there was a small white clique 
that was supporting Studholme 
and his policies. 

When approached by Lambda 
Studholme said°nm not answer- 
ing any IS Wing questions so 
shove It up your ass." 

Our Informant slid that "He 
has divided the organization and 
is the only threat to it." Until 
the situation is resolved the 
F.S.O. will probably continue to 
suffer from i(s internal strife. 



Vice President resigns from SGA

At an SGA Council meeting held 
a week ago, Philip Popovlch Ind- 
icated his intention to resign his 
post of Vice-President. 

A rather lengthy resignation 
letter that outlines his reasons, 
appears in this week's Lambda* 

Popovlch stated in his letter that 
the council's failure to raise the 
pub prices as a contribution to the 
Visa Student Fund was only one 

reason- "the straw that broke the 
camel's back". 

Ke wrote that from the beginning, 
he lias advocated taking an active 
stance on important Issues "includ- 
ing such tactics as boycotts, pet- 
itions and strikes wherever neces- 
sary". He found that the council 
balked at most actions that he had 
advocated* 

"I have the distinct impression 
that a small group of people, most 
of them not on council, are \hn 
only students concerned with their 
welfare." 

popovlch further cited a lack of 
participation amongst councillors. 
Only a few councillors pulled their 
weight, he indicated. "The only 
committee that was operating with 



any regularity was the External 
Affairs Committee". (One that 
he himself chaired.) 
"I saw the Social Committee and 
the Finance Committee operating 
with two or three members. Vet

"1 saw this resignation coming 
up before Christmas", said Anne 
Longston, Social Work rep on 
Council, "it was a lack of matur- 
ity and leadership that caused him 
to cop out of a difficult situation.

TEACH PEOPLE, not just ramble on 
iti a confusing manner, scratching every which-way all over the lioard 
attempting to keep up Willi an arbitrarily deter mined Schfilule which 
rovers material probably much wore dearly explained In a text book. 

11 could lie argued tliat most North American universities prefer 
to acquire prestigious "publishing" profs wiio are constantly encou- 
raged to continue publishinK the fruits of their rosea rcli work. Granted, 
we "need people in research but we do <flcarly need good teachers also. 

It does take effort to he a good teacher. One must Investigate 
extensively Hie subject material ami the various methods of presenting 
It. It is not Just a matter of selecting the text which carries the 
biggest tonus (on the side) and then presenting material which does not 
allow the student to use the text as a guide. It shoud be important to 
the professor that he really makes his points clear to the students. 
If they don't understand, it Is the teacher's method of teaching which 
is at fault. Take for example the third year student having some new 
mechanism explained to him In a science class. Ws gone through 
two years of teaming mechanisms which wore of equal difficulty and 
now he has (his fellow bungle-tmmbilng along, confusing the most 
obvious and basic principles. The student may even come to believe 
that the problem is because this new subject area Is especially com- 
plicated and only few people will over really know what the prof is 
talking at>out. Most students, however, soon realize that the problem 
lies with the low quality leaching of the prof. 

Can we expect high quality teaching and research proficiency in the 
same package? One only has to view afilms of lectures presented by til 
Richard P. Keynman at the California Institute of Technology In the 
early 1960*s. Mis lectures on physics were presented In an elatoratu 
ami explosive manner. Mis twice a week stage show for first year 
physics students must have been Inspiring Indeed. And his research? 
In W5 t H'. P. Feynman and two of his colleagues won the Nobel Prize 
in Physics for their research in Quantum ^Electrodynamics:* Feynman 
Is renown for his teaching ability and his research.

January 16, 1977 
The General Council of the 
Students General Association 
and all the members of the 
Students* General Association; 

Dear Friends, 

On Sunday, January 9 
I announced to you that, 
effective Immediately, I would 
no longe r tw your vice-pres- 
ident. I alluded to a number of 
reasons for quitting at that 
time hut I did not explain them 
In great detail. I am taking 
this opportunity to fill in the 
gaps, 1 would also like to 
point out that this letter is

'That reason 

simply provided the impetus 

for my resignation. 'The 

straw that broke the camel's 

tack.' 

Throughout the year I 

have boon working for the 
students' best Interests (as I 
see them) In the best way that 
1 know how. I looked back at 
each issue/concern in the light 
of how it affected the students 
and how to present the Issue. 
I looked at how it affected each 
Individual student and the entire 
student body* What principles 
wore at stake? When 1 ran 
for the posirion of vice-pres- 
ident 1 advocated taking an 
active stance on most important 



Issues. That stance included 
such tactics as boycotts, peti- 
tions and strikes, whatever 
was necessary should bo done. 
That Is the basis on which I 

was elected. 

When I have suggested 

taking any sort of action the 

council lias balked. At the 

January 9 meeting we talked 

about the tuition fee hike and 

I asked for suggestions on what 

wo should do. Nol>ody said 

anything, Had 1 said 'We will 

be closing this university In 

two weeks* the Council would 

have been down my throat in 

ten seconds because 'your 

constituents' don't want to do 

that. 

How many of yon on council

States has t#cn the main backer and protector of the 
racist white settler regimes in South Africa ami Rhodesia and 

is continuing to give :hcmsupport, the Soviet Union, styling 
itself as the "natural ally" of the African people, is fighting to 

establish Its hegemony in southern Africa*

"The armor! struggle against the Smith regime stated in 
December 1072* Led by the Zimbabwe African National 
Union, the Zimbabwean people had succeeded inliberattng 
an area of their country equal in size to the state of 
Mississippi by the end of 1974. Starting in early 1975, the 
United states* alone wltli the Smith and Vorster regimes, 
floated a "detente" fraud designed to m* ke the Zimbabwean 
people give up their armed stugglo under the hoax that a 
ceasefire had been signed* By the end of 1975, this fraud had 
been defeated by the Zimbabwean people and in 191G, the 
armed struggle rapidly Intensified. The guerilla fighters have 
launched many attacks against the rascist troops and white 
settlers, and hav e destroyed several important communications 
and transportation links* 

The response of the Smith regime to the uprising of the 
Zimbabwean people has been one of white terror. Hundreds 
of Zimbabwean patriots have been murdered and thousands 
imprisoned. Rural villagers have been forced Into Vletncam- 
type "protected villages", which are nothing more than 
concentration camps. The Smith regime has sent its lroop*and 
planes into neighbouring Moinmblcjue killing hundreds of un- 
armed refugees. However, all these atrocities have not 
stopped the growing struggle of the Zimbabwean people for 
national liberation. Thus late in 1070 U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger worked out a plan which provided for a 
sham "majority rule" but which would have established a 
neo-colonial regime in Zimbabwe. This would perpetuate 
the Anglo- American domination of Zimbabweas well as 
bring in $2 billion of new Western investment into Zimbabwe* 
This huge investment would ensure the continuing domination 
of Zimbabwe by Anglo -American interests. The Zimbabwean 
peopte have firmly rejected Kissinger's proposal and while 
participating in the Geneva negotiations, lliey hve persisted 
in organizing guerilla warfare within Zimbabwe. The Zim- 
babwean people are bound to win many more victories In 1977.

— November U, 19*75 was the date established by the lh '« 
liberation organizations and Portugal for the Independence oi 
Angola. For fifteen years, tho Angolan people had waged a 
vigorous armed struugle tor their liberation from Poniguese 
colonialism* However, Just at thepolntthat Angola was to 
receive the fruits of Us victory, the Soviet Union braxenly 
interfered In the Internal affair* of Angola* claiming that one 
liberation organization was "progressive" and "socialist" 
while the other two were reactionary* They dispatched 
over 15.000 Cuban puppet troops and $500 million worth 
of heavy arms (MJg planes, tanks, heavy artillery, etc.) 
to Angola in order to turn Angola Into a Soviet colony 
and military base. This Soviet-Cuban invasion of Angola has 
resulted In the deaths of over 100,000 Angolans and large- 
scale property damage. Tho pro-soviet government In 
Luanda has agreed to maintain the concessions of the 
American and South African corporations in Angola, 
especially Gulf Oil concessions in Cablnda and the South 
African controlled Cunene Dam hydro-electric project, in 
return. Gulf Oil has supplied the Luanda government with 
over $500,000 million In royalties 

However, while the Cubans were able to occupy the towns 
with their big weapons, they have not been able to take control 
of large sections of the countryslde^speclally In tlicsouthern 
and eastern sections of the country. The peasants have refused 
Tto supply; tho Cubans with grain and the armed forces 
of UNITA (National Union for the Total Independence of 
Angola) have waged a heroic struggle against the soviet- 
Cuban occupation forces in order to win the total Independence 
of their country. They have defeated five Cuban encirclement 
and suppression campaigns and prevented the Rcnguezla 
railroad from going used. Over 2,000 Cuban occupation troops 
have been wiped out by the Angolan people and many more havi 
defected* The struggle of tho Angolan people lies in the fore 
front of the struggle for notional Uberationbocuase It is 
directed not only agianst U.S. Imperialism, but also Russian 
social-imperialism (socialism in words, imperialism in 
deeds*) 

NAMIBIA (SOUTH-WEST AFPICA) 

Namibia has been occupied by the South African racists 
since the end of WorlcAVar 1, However, more than 100 United 
Nations resolutions have declared tho continued occupation of 
Namibia by Sotth Africa as illegal and have demanded that 
South Africa grant Nambia Independence. Tho U.N. has 
nlso recognized the South West Africa People's Organization 
(SWAPO) as the legitimate representative of tho 
NamiMnn people. For over ten years, SWAPO has been 
carrying out armed struggle In Nambia against the Sou th 
African occuoatlon. South Africans have also esstabHsh«i a 
phoney constitutional conference at Windhoek, the capital, n 
order to try and establish an "Independent" Namibia which Is 
still controlled by the South African racists , SWAPO has 
lien prevented from participating m these talks. However, 
the continued resistance of SWAPO and the almost complete 
international denunciation of the South African racists for 
their continued illegal occupation of Namibia show that the 
independence of Namibia is not far off.

However, Roberts has refused 
to accept- 1 the recall petitions on 
a technicality: they lack presiden- 
tial approval.

The motion passed 8-7 after 
council speaker Bob White votes to

Council also voted 8 - G approv- 
ing an "interim publication" and 
paying Its editor a salary. The 
first edition appeared Mon, Nov. 
22 called the "Real Chevron",

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EDMONTON (CUP) — The Feder- 
ation of Alberta Students (FAS) will 
co-ordinate a province-wide camp- 
aign against cutbacks in post-sec- 
ondary education funding to follow 
up National Student Day (NSD) ac- 
tivity it was decided Oct. 31. 

A committee will be set up to 
co-ordinate the protest on indivi- 
dual campuses delegates to the 
third semi-annual FAS conference 

decided. 

"National Student Day should not 
be treated as something in isolation 
newly-elccled FAS president Ste- 
ticn Cticslrc said. 

"U should he the beftfnftJflff of a 

major campaign." 
Delegates moved that government 

funds "be sufficient to allow insti- 
tutions to maintain good quality ed- 
ucation without restrictive quotas 



or increases in tuition" 

"The basic concern with tuition 
and cutbacks is there's more hikes 
coming/' said Alberta NSD coor- 
dinator Noel Jantzle. 

"I wouldn't Ik? surprised If by Fe- 
bruary or March word comes down 
that tuition fees will have to rise a- 
Rain." 

FAS will also seek members I dp 
on the province's student finance 
board which Is expanding its mom- 
twrshlp according to FAS executive- 
secretary Brian Mason. 

The Nov. 9 NSD was called by the 
National Union at Students In May to 
promote discussion on accessibility 
to post-secondary education and the 
related financial issues of tuition in- 
creases, funding cutbacks and stu* 
dent unemployment. 



CANADA MANPOWER TO DISCUSS 



STUDENT SUMMER UNEMPLOYMENT 



OTTAWA (CUP)— The minister 
of manpower arid immigration has 
agreed to student requests for a 
meeting to discuss summer 
unemployment. 

In a letter dated Nov. 30, Bud 
Cullen told National Union of 
Students (NUS) president Rtel 
MiUer he would meet with NUS 
representatives at "a mutually- 
convenient date" to discuss first 
hand the issues you have expressed 

in your letter." 

Cullen was referring to a 
request from Miller Oct. 13 that 
NUS meet with the minister to 
talkl about student input into 
federal Job-creation programs. 

NUS Executive-secretary 
Dan O'Connor said NUS repres- 
entatives will asrroo to the 
ministers offer and will probably 

meet wlthCullen after "briefing 
NUS member student councils on 



the unemployment situation" 
Cullen tabled proposed work 
programs for Canada's *750,OOO 
unemployed, Including students, 
in the House in late October. The 
two major programs, Canada 
Works and Young Canada Works 
are designed to create 61,000 
Jobs and 21,00 Jobs respectively. 

The latter progTftm calls for 
Jobs of short duration with 
wages based on provincial 
minimum levels. NUS criticized 
the programs, pointing to an 
estimated student unemployment 
rate of up to 25 per cent last sum- 
mer and the fact the federal gover 
mnent has created less jobs than 
the 40,00 joobs It slashed with 
the cancellation of (he opportuni- 
ties for youth and related 
programs last year.
